W heeler told reporters th a t he 
had sent out approxim ately I .OOO,OOO 
cards to “a cross section of citizens" 
all over tile country "in an effort 
to hold the President to his pledge 
to keep tills country out of w ar.’

Welles Denounces Japanese 
Movements In French 
Indo China 


(B t Annodated Pre**) 
WASHINGTON. July 24 - The 
United States governm ent strongly 
denounced Japan today as an ag­ 
gressor in French Indo-C tiina and 
declared the move there menaced 
American .security and endangered 
American territory and intrests in 
th Far East. 
Sum ner Welles, acting secretary 
of state, issued a form al statem ent 
asserting th a t Japan's action was 
primarily in preparation for further 
"movements of conquest in adjacent 
areas.’’ 
Welles .said the substance of his 
statem ent wa^ given last night to 
the Japanese am bassador during a 
half-hour conference. 
•Die statem ent contained no hint 
of steps planned 
by 
the unled 
.States 
to 
counter 
the 
Jaj.anese 
move. 
It did declare th a t occupation of 
French Indo-China or establishm ent 
of further bases there “endanger 
the peaceful use by peaceful nations 
of the Poca fie.” 
There steps also, Welles said, Jeo­ 
pardize American sources of vital 
defense m aterials such as tin and 
rubber — an allusion to the rich 
Netherlands East Indies, 
"The steps which the Jajsn ese 
government has taken,” Welles de­ 
clared. "also endanger the safety of 
other areas of th r Pacific, including 
tile Philippine islands, 
"The government and peopb* of 
(hi, country fully realize th a t such 
developments beal- directly upon the 
vital problem of our national se­ 
curity." 
"Present developments relating to 
Indo-Chirta provide clear indication 
that fum ier changes are now be­ 
ing affected under duress. 
“The present unfortunate situa­ 
tion in which the French govern­ 
m ent of Vichy and the French gov­ 
ernment of Indochina find them ­ 
selves is, of couist 
w ell known.
